ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MEDICAL OFFICER OF HEALTH FOR THE 


YEAR ENDING 31ST DECEMBER, 1951. 


Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to present to you my sixth Annual Report 
for the year ending 31st. December 1951, and I am pleased to record that 
in general the state of the health of the conmunity has remained satis- 
factory during the yeare The number of notified cases of infectious 
diseases remained low, with the exception of Measles, the incidence of 
which rose to the high figure of 533 casese In view of the low incidence 
of that disease during the preceding two years, a large number of cases 
in 1951 was not unexpected. 


I am pleased to report that no cases of Infantile Paralysis 
occurred in the Exmouth Urban District and that for the fifth consecutive 
year there has been no case of diptheria. I again stress that only by 
maintaining the Diptheria immunisation rate at the present level, or 
higher, can this disease be kept in checke 


With the steady increase in fast air travel the dangers of 
importing Smallpox from foreign countries where the disease is endemic 
is also steadily increasing and it is only by the cmstant vigilance on 
the part of Port Health Authorities and Medical Officers throughout the 
country that its importation and spread is being controlled In May 
seven contacts from an infected ship came to reside in Exmouth and were 
put under strict surveillance at their home for the requisite quarantine 
period. With this ever increasing danger of Smallpox before us the 
need for protection of the public by vaccination, preferably in infancy, 
is greater today than ever beforee 


With ay to the vital statistics of the area the number of 
live births (212) showed an increase of 6 over the previous year, whilst 
the total of 334 deaths recorded was an increase of 48 over that for 1950. 

The average age at death reached the record figure of 73.2 yearse 

I should again like to thank the Chairman and Members of the 
Council and all the Members of the staff for their great help and co= 
Operation given to me during the past year.

INFECTTOUS DISBASES _ 


Yuring 1951, 569 cases of notifiable infectious disease 
were notified which is 403 more than in the previous year. The 
greatest increase in any particular disease will be seen to be that 
of measles which rose to 533 cases in 1951, the highest incidence 
for the last 10 years. On the whole the disease was relatively mild 
and there were no deaths from that disease.

WATER SUPPLY. 
(a) Source of Supply. 


The town has two sources from which its water supply is 
obtained, namely :- 


(i) the catchment area at Squabmoor which fecds into 
the impounding reservoir there, and 


(ii)two boreholes at Dotton in the parish of Colaton 
Raleigh. 


During the year, electrically driven machincry was in- 
stalled at Dotton to replace the old plant driven by producer gas and 
a test was carried out in the autumn which resulted in a yield of two 
million gallons per day from the two boreholes combined without reducing 
appreciably the water level below ground. A new chlorinating apparatus 
with a residual recorder was installed in the Pumping Station. 
Considerable progress was made in the laying of the new trunk mains 
from Knowle Hill to the new two million gallon capacity reservoir at 
| Capel Lane and the construction side of the latter was completed and 
inspected by the Council during a visit on the 20th March 1952. 


(b) Quality. 


Water has been very satisfactory in quality during the year 
and of the 12 bacteriological samples taken all were satisfactory.
